| fhun the Great Emperor, whd, finding himfelf deferted, 
{and yet afhamed to cancel his ediét, publifhed a fecond, 
i releafing the ladies from the talk of defcending from 
their cafriages into the dirty {treets, ‘in confideration of 
'their filk thoes, and his fpecial veneration for the fair 
{fex! In the mean while French emigrants and Prietts 
feem to be the only minions of the Ruflian Court ; and 
as their numbers incrédfe daily, the whole appearance of 
things cannot fail of furnifhing the philofophical obferver 
with a variety of {peculations on the probable confe- 
quences of introducing fuch a fyftem of coertion and 
barbarifin, at a period when.all the refinements of Eu- 
rope feemed ready to give the finifhing touch to the. 
manners of a people, whofe confequence in civil fociety 
has been rifing by inceflant gradations during the whole
